Ward H. Hackleman, age 42, 
well known here and a nativ e of 
Ru shv ille, died rather su ddenly 
Friday morning at three o’clock 
at his home, 1314 West 36th 
street in Indianapolis, according 
to word receiv ed by relativ es 
here. 
Mr. Hackleman had been in 
poor health for sometime su ffer­ 
ing with heart trou ble, bu t was 
at his office as u su al Thu rsday . 
His heart attack began soon aft­ 
er midnight. 
He was a widely known insu r­ 
ance man and was general agent 
for the Massachu setts Life In­ 
su rance Company for sev enteen 
y ears, being identified in that 
bu siness at the time of his death. 
He was born here Nov ember 
12, 1891, the son of Dr. Frank G. 
and Mary Henley Hackleman. He 
was gradu ated from the local 
high school and attended Wabash 
college. For a cou ple of y ears, 
after leav ing college, he took u p 
newspaper work and was city 
editor of the Repu blican. 
Mr. Hackleman went to Indi­ 
anapolis in 1911 and became as­ 
sociated 
with

insu rance 
company . He receiv ed the gen­ 
eral agency of the company in 
1916, the firm being known as 
Hackleman & Fly nn. Later Fly nn 
left the company and in 1923 
Roy Shields was admitted as a 
partner. Shields left the com­ 
pany in 1933. 
Mr. Hackleman 
also was interested in the affairs 
of the Continental Optical Com­ 
pany , hav ing been appointed re­ 
ceiv er in May , 1928. 
He was prominent in the civ ic 
life of Indianapolis and was a 
member of the Colu mbia Clu b, 
the Woodstock Clu b, the Univ er­ 
sity Clu b, the Indianapolis Ath­ 
letic Clu b, the Dramatic Clu b of 
Indianapolis and at one time 
serv ed as president of the Indi­ 
anapolis Cou ntry Clu b. He was 
a thirty -second degree Mason, a

Su ddenly he whipped it ou t, and 
dashed for the nearest ex it, Se­ 
v ic blocked his path. The y ou th 
fired, withou t halting, bu t was 
recaptu red 
before he 
reached 
the street. 
His daring break resu lted in 
an intensiv e 
campaign against 
crime, which-brou ght the arrests 
of Dale and Francis. 
Dale and 
two 
confederates, 
Mrs. Eleanor Berendt Jarm an, 
the “blonde 
tigress” and 
Leo 
Minneci, were conv icted on slay ­ 
ing Gu stav e Hoeh, 81, du ring a 
robbery in his haberdashery on 
Au gu st 4. Dale was sentenced to 
death as the actu al killer, and 
Mrs. Jarm an and Minneci each 
were sentenced to 199 y ears im­ 
prisonment. 
Francis was the last of the 
three to be arrested. On Sept. 18 
a ju ry sentenced him to death 
for the mu rder of Joseph Hartel, 
a milk wagon driv er.

tel three times as he ran away .

World as represented by Foreign 
diplomats 
in 
Toky o 
seemed 
dazed today by Japan’s “restate­ 
ment of policy ” toward China 
and what the diplomats regard­ 
ed as her au dacity in issu ing it. 
The representativ es of other 
powers, still wondering at the 
dx act meaning of the declara­ 
tion, 
labelled 
it 
v ariou sly 
a 
“white-hands-off-China” state­ 
ment and an “Asiatic Monroe 
doctrine.” 
Japanese officialdom, appear­ 
ed bewildered by the world’s 
hostile reception of Toky o’s de­ 
claration which, in part, holds 
Japan is solely responsible for 
maintaining the peace of east 
Asia. 
There is almost u nanimou s 
concu rrence among the diplo­ 
mats on two points: 
First, that Toky o’s statem ents 
constitu te the most startling and 
most ambitiou s declarations of 
policy the Orient has witnessed 
since Japan’s 21 demands to 
China in 1915; and 
Second,, that how far Japan­ 
ese 
doctrines 
menace 
world 
peace will depend entirely on 
how Toky o interprets and ap­ 
plies them. 
On the latter point, au thori­ 
ties do not believ e Japan intends 
to attem pt to ex pel Maj. Gen. 
Hans v on Seeckt, German chief 
military adv iser to the Chinese 
nationalist gov ernment. 
Nor, in the same connection, 
do well-informed persons believ e 
Nipponese attem pts may be ex ­ 
pected to ex pel the American 
av iators now in China or to hold 
u p shipping carry ing American 
airplanes to China. Rather, it is 
believ ed Japan desires to post a 
warning for the world to read 
against interference in Japan’s 
determination to dominate Chi­ 
na’s destiny , when in the “re­ 
statement"’ she say s she objects 
to other nations su pply China 
with military airplanes and in­ 
stru ctors. 
Official Toky o’s su rprise at the 
u nfriendly repercu ssions abroad 
is at least partly genu ine, be­ 
cau se the principles u nderly ing 
the blu nt declaration of three 
day s ago long hav e been taken 
for granted by Japanese lead­ 
ers. They thou ght at least the 
world chancellories knew what 
Japan wanted. 
In a new statem ent today , a 
foreign 
office 
spokesman 
a t­ 
tempted to somewhat allay the 
fears of Washington and London 
that Japan plans to flou t the 
nine-power and other treaties, 
bu t the note of defiance to white 
nations still is dominant. 
After say ing Japan “does not 
desire to interfere with China’s 
independence, or infringe u pon 
ex isting treaties,” the new pro­ 
nou ncement adds: 
“Japan shares responsibility

is impractical. The bill is not specific in its 
points. It does not state how far back the gov ­ 
ernment should go in making good deposits. 
Banks hav e failed and are still in a state of li­ 
quidation dating back sev eral years. 
Other banks hav e gone through the process of 
liquidation and receiv ership, the depositors hav e 
been paid in ratio to the v alue of the assets and 
the business closed. What would be done in a 
situation of this sort is not made clear by the 
bill. 
Regardless of the period of time to be consid­ 
ered or the situation surrounding any of the 
closed banks, the prov isions of the bill are im­ 
practical and wrong in principal. It is pointed 
out that the gov ernment would take ov er the 
assets of the closed banks and get its money 


in question would not hav e been forced to close. 
The losses suffered by many of the closed 
banks were due to sev eral different causes — bad 
judgment, dishonesty and mismanagement be­ 
ing among the principle reasons. It is unreas­ 
onable to expect the gov ernment to assume re­ 
sponsibility of payment to depositors whose 
money was lost through such causes, in return 
for worthless assets. 
The gov ernment, through the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation has already made loans to 
closed bank administrations in return for good 
security in an effort to speed the payment to 
depositors. This is a worthy cause but to carry 
out the prov isions of the bill in question is quite 
a different thing. 
President Roosev elt has already indicated his 
intentions of v etoing the bill if it is passed by 
congress and he is to be commended for his stand 
in the matter.
